Include 84 national and international 
unions, 20 state branches, 280 city cen- 
trals and 1,544 local trade and federal 
labor unions, making a total of 1,023 
organizations. 


The actiou that can be taken by these 


affiliated bodies in assisting any one oC 
their members in trouble is not limited, 
iu-oUded a meeting of the representa- 
tives of the attiliuted bodies is called 
for action In a specific case. The as- 
sistance that can be rendered through 
the officers of the American Federation 
of Labor, however, is clearly defined by 
the constitution and bylaws governing 
that organization. This assistance is | 
limited to financial aid. The officers of , 
the American Federation of Labor havo ; 
110 authority to declare a. sympathetic j 
strike, but can "levy an assesMuent of i 
1 cent per member per week, on all j 
affiliated unions for a period not ex- ( 
ceedlng ten weeks In any one year, to | 
assist in the support of an affiliated of- I 
gaulzatloii engaged in a protnu-u-d | 
strike or lockout." This law bus been 
interpreted to mean that a 10 cent a*- 
scHsuiciit can bt- levied on the affiliated 
members once a year. 


If the full 10 c-eut assessment should 


be levied for the benefit of the steel 
PtiiUcrs, however, it would amount to 
lex* than $150,000, and would not go 
far in the struggle. 


In discussing the power of the execu- 


tive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in strlict; mutters u prom- 
inent member of that council suld: 
"We an- not hampered in the least by 
our constitution and bylaws. 
There 


are a hundred ways In wbkh the- ex- 
ecutive council of the federation can 
toko effective action In aiding a strike. 
For instance, a meeting could be or- 
dered of delegates from all attilluted 
bodies, and at such a uiueting any 
action might be taken that seemed ex- 
pedient. 
If It was deemed wKo to 


order a sympathetic strike of ccitaln 
ntfillntfd trades, this could be done, 
and while perhaps there would be 
nothing to compel the men so 01dorcd 
to strike, there would be no doubt of 
their obeying tin: older. Then, too, If 
the 10 cent assessment authorized to 
be levied for any one organization 
should prove iUhUtflVlent, this conven- 
tion could levy an additional uhseh.s- 
iiient. Financial aid In addition lo the 
10 cent ahSfhtfinuut could also be given 
by Independent action being taken by 
my of the national or International 
organizations, cither through a spc-clal 
a^ttyhsment of their members or by 
voting money out of their treasurj."

improved in health, spoke vehemently 
and with Intense feeling, rejecting the 
Idea that anything had been changed 
except the attitude of the British gov- 
ernment. He insisted that tile tactics 
of tuts Boers were sti'.l us regular as at 
the beginning of the War. Their forces, 
he said, were smaller and v\ ere split up 
Into small parties because the British 
had sypllt their forces into innumerable 
small columns. 


"He declared tliat over since the cap- 


ture of Bloemfoutein the British had 
trampled upon tliu code of Internation- 
al law. As for provision tram-ports and 
the cattle the- British are continually 
seizing, Mr. Kniger *ald these were in- 
tended not for the Boer commandos, 
which live from hand to mouth, but 
for tne women ami chlldien.

"He contended that Lord Kitchener's 


proclamation itself recognized that tin- 
Boors hud a regular administration and 
an army. The proclamation could have 
but une effect— to irnbitter and Intensi- 
fy resistance, lie saiil the question 
whether ali3' protest against it would 
be issued w:is still under consideration, 
but this matter \\ as of little import to 
the burghers, who did not look to En- 
rope for approval, blame or instruc- 
tions.

The great steel strike will be useful, 


If for no other reason, because It proves 
the courage of 100,000 highly paid 
American workmen. 


These are the men who have given 


up profitable employment, facing in- 
definite poverty and hardship for the 
s:.ke of a principle, because they be- 
li»ve that their duty is to their fellow 
workmen and to the organization 
whicli they have built up together. 


The steel trust rejoices in the fact 


that some of the workmen have re- 
fused to quit work and have stood by 
the'trust 


In every army there are a certain 


number of deserters, and but for the 
fear of court martial there would be a 
groat uuiay more. t 


The workmen who disobey the order 


to strike are simply the soldiers who 
lack the courage to go under tire. 


They are glad to take the high wages 


which only unionism can bring:. They 
are glad to share the prosperity and 
the power of the organization in times 
of peace. 


But they have not the heart to fight. 


Like the peace loving soldier, they run 
away when the fight begins. They are 
not to be blamed too severely, for 
with the constitutional coward it is 
impossible to overcome cowardice. 


Think as kindly as you can of the 


poor devils who sblrk and sbow the 
white leather when the battle begins. 
Hunger is a difficult proposition to deal 
with. 


But don't forget to honor the men 


who are loyal to their agreement and 
stick by their fellows. 


And don't forget to honor the worn- 


tn, the wives of these men. For in all 
labor fights no courage is greater than 
that displayed by women, although 
the greatest suffering is endured by 
them. 


The strikers of today may be beatec 


individually. They may be permanent- 
ly worse off for having stuck together 
like men. 


But they will at least have earned 


homnable reputations for themselves 
and their children. 
They will have 


rendered important service to the fu- 
ture. They are the heroes and bene- 
factors of the industrial system. 


Do you say: 
"There is nothing in It for them?" 
True. 
But there was "nothing in it" appar- 


ently for thousands of men who died 
at the end of the eighteenth century 
to make this nation independent arid 
to establish a home where millions of 
•workmen now live comfortably. 


And there was "nothing in it" for 


the hundreds of thousands of men who 
died In the war of the rebellion to keep 
this country united and to prevent the 
national Union from breaking up. 


But while there was "nothing in it" 


In the usual sense there was glory In it. 


When trades unionism was first es- 


tablished, there were many men exe- 
cuted in England and elsewhere simply 
because they had dared to go on strike 
and resist employers. They were the 
original industrial patriots fighting for 
a modern industrial system based on 
unionism. They were like the soldiers 
In our Revolutionary war. 


The men fighting today for the prin- 


ciple of unionism, to keep alive the 
union system established, are like the 
men who fought in the sixties for the 
principle of unionism between states, 
to keep alive the nation. 


Many mistakes will be made by the 


soldiers fighting today. Many mistakes 
wen- made by soldiers fighting in past 
times, excited and often violent. 


And the timid of all classes—editors 


and others—will shiver when a mistake 
is made and denounce all the generals 
and ail the soldiers because of the mis- 
takes of a few camp followers. 


But the future will overlook the mis- 


takes and remember with gratitude the 
results of the light and the courage of 
the men who preferred permanent prlii 
ciplc to temporary wages.—New York 
Evening Journal.

It is not feasible in a single article to 


follow in such detail the course of the 
nio\ enieiit In Georgia and in the Caro- 
liuas. The general trend has been the 
same, and the variations have sprung 
from the degree of development of the 
textile industry In each state and the 
strength of the Interests bound up In 
It rather tho/i from the temper of the 
citizens or the character of their legls 
lative tendencies. In these states, re- 
spectively, there are many more mills 
than In Alabama, each one having 
from 35.000 to CO.OOO operatives now in 
the factories. The proportion of child 
workers among these averages form G 
to 8 per cent. Bills similar to those 
offered in Alabama came up before 
each of these legislatures last winter, 
and. thougji defeated, showed In every 
wise an astonishing gain In strength of 
support since the previous season. In 
Ge&rgia especially public sentiment 
was so strong In favor of the chile 
lobor measure that its friends felt over- 
secure and, in consequence, did not 
sufficiently estimate the political re- 
sources controlled by the mill corpora 
tlons. But a carefully organized effort 
is now under way to make ready to 
meet this danger next November.— 
Gunton'a Magazine.

North. Atlantic Squadron to Teat 


Newly Authorized Practice. 


The vessels of the North Atlantic will 


engage in a new system of gunnery 
practice ofl' the 
coast, prescribed 


in recent special orders of the navy de- 
partment. This instruction will take 
tbe place of two sea practices and when 
a ship has gone through with the newly 
authorize J gnu drill, has had one record 
practice and fuur sea practices, 
her 


work iu this line will hereafter be con- 
sidered complete. 


The entire drill will consume 
the 


greater part of a month and will m- 
clude small arms target practice for all 
hands, sub calibre practice, ia whioh, 
at 500 yards, with the ship under way, 
10 shots will be fired at a target from 
e*cb class of gun, and preliminary tar- 
get practice at 1'JOO yards by guns of 
calibre 45 and one-pouader. 


The most important trial of marks- 


manship and the one whioh will here- 
after determine the fighting worth of 
ships, is known us "fighting efficiency 
practice " Ia this drill, a target fash 
oned of spars laid parallel to the water 
aod (JO feet in length, will ba used. 
Prom this will rise miniature masts, 10 
'uet high, rigged with canvas. 


The vessel will steam by this maik ut 


a range of about 2000 yards and, going 


t no less than eigbt knots, will fire 


each one of the guns of her batteries in 
urn at tbe mark, bringing them all to 
Jrtar during her inn of perhaps a mile 
past the target. Actual hits only will 
;e counted in this trial and the ship's 
ightmg efficiency will be rated by tbe 
percentage of hits out of total shots 
irnci.

J. P. MORGAN'S MISTAKE. 


Indornenent of tbe Steel Strike 


From nu CBexpected Quarter. 


The strike Is significant for the 


reason that it is tbe frankest and most 
open avowal that the annals of indus- 
try record of the intentions of one 
class of persons to manage tbe business 
«-f another class. Has not the United 
States Steel corporation the right to 
run its business in Its own way? Haa 
tt not the right to employ whom it 
pleases? Theoretically, yes. This com- 
pany bas put up the money to run the 
steel business. Without its capital, or 
the capital of those from whom It has 
inherited, there could be no steel busi- 
ness. All this is true enough, but it 
Is equally true that without the co- 
operation of labor there could be no 
steel industry. Labor is as essential as 
capital. The stockholders of the steel 
trust furnish tbe capital, and this capi- 
tal bas certain ends to gain from its 
co-operation with labor. 


A sound economic policy would dic- 


tate that each party to the contract act 
with the most scrupulous fairness t\>- 
ward the other party. Capital in this 
particular case, however, starts in with 
the presumption in all minds that it 
does not intend to act fairly. For la- 
stance, the capitalization of the United 
States Steel corporation has been so 
excessively inflated that the conviction 
cannot be avoided that fair business 
returns cannot be earned on this 
capitalization year in and year out 
without depriving the labor involved 
In the production of steel of its fair and 
economic proportion of the product. 
It is to Insure their rights in a con- 
tingency of this sort that the operatives 
are now dictating to the steel trust how 
it shall run its mills. Theoretically, 
their course may seem high handed, 
but necessity knows no law. Labor is 
now demanding more than its rights 
from capital for the reason that capital 
will demand more than its rights from 
labor If not checkmated in time. 


Perhaps tbe most significant feature 


of this strike is that such an eminent 
financier as Mr. J. T. Morgan, a man 
who In. bis day baa talten honors at a 
German university, should have failed 
to perceive that such a scheme as the 
United States Steel corporation would 
eventually meet ita fate at the hands 
of labor—provided no other contingency 
rendered it bars de combat in the mean- 
time. Mr. Morgan appears to have un- 
limited resources at his command, and 
presumably it Is in his power to put up 
cash enough at this time to defeat the 
strikers. But his observation and his 
good sense should tell him that bis vic- 
tory could be only temporary. Organ- 
ized labor may be discomfited today, 
but It will triumph tomorrow. That 
is to say, it will in this case. When 
labor, in its fl<£it with capital, asks for 
more than its rights It will in the long 
run suffer defeat. And when capital, 
In Its controversies with labor, aims at 
more than Is Justly its due, it will 
eventually come to grief. To properly 
judge the present strike it is necessary 
to go below the surface facts. Super- 
ficially the United States Steel corpora- 
tion no doubt presents a fairly decent 
attitude to the public In the matter of 
Its relations with its operatives. It is 
only on a profound view of the eco- 
nomic features of the situation that we 
percoive that the operatives, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, have taken the ag- 
gressive in order to prevent themselves 
from being crushed to death later on. 
Everything is fair In war. When one is 
fighting for life, he cannot be particular 
about weapons.—United States Investor.

ONE UNION'S SUCCESS. 


What the Organined Bricklayer* of 


New York Ha.ve Accomplished. 


The seventeenth annual agreement 


between the Bricklayers' unions of 
New York city and tbe Mason Builders' 
association has been signed, and 5 cents 
an hour, or 40 cents a day, has been 
added tb the wages of tbe organized 
journeymen in that trade. They will 
continue tke eigbt bour day at GO cents 
an bour. 


The recent dispute between 'the em- 


ploying builders and the unions—the 
first break in 16 years since the annual 
agreements binding them to peace were 
inaugurated—has been amicably settled 
by the decision of an umpire to whom 
thft differences were submitted, and 
harmonious relations have been re- 
sumed under a contract holding till tbe 
spring of 1902. 


In 1883, whan the first agreement 


was entered Into after years of annual 
strife between the bouses and tbe man. 
it provided for nine hours a day and 42 
cents an hour. Gradually the working 
day was reduced to eight and tbe price 
per bour steadily Increased until now 
It is 00 cents, or $4.80 per day. 


Frequently the question iu asked by 


uninformed persons, "What benefit 
does th« worhman get from bis union?" 
In this case on an investment in the 
past year of l»ss than 60 cents a montb, 
or $5 a year, for "dues to tbe union, each 
journeyman bricklayer has DOW a guar- 
antee for tbe year to come of an in- 
crease of G cents pec hour, 40 cents a 
day, or about $9 a montb, counting 
only four bours for every Saturday's 
work. He pays out $5 a year to the 
union, and receives for nine months' 
work an increase of $81 in wages. 


In the past 16 years the union mem- 


ber bus paid $80 in dues and, say, $20 
In special assessments. For'this $100 
investment since his wagea were 42 
fonts an hour be has realized ft cUon 
ptofit o£ about $2.200.

"CENTRAL'S TUNNEL PLAN. 


Electric,Mptorn Pur New York S»b- 


urbuu Train*. 


New York, Au'£' 27.—Operating tini- 


cers of the New York Central railroad 
have prepared a plan designed to do 
away with the smoke and gas nuisance 
in the Park avenue tunnel, through 
which more than 500 trains are hauled 
daily by steam locomotives. This plan 
hus been laid before President Newman 
nud will be submitted by him to the 
executive committee and ultimately to 
W. K. Vauderbilt. 


As this much complained of tunnel is 


now operated two 
tracks extend 


through the central section, which is 
ventilated by frequent large openings 
nto Park avenue, these openings being 
inclosed and partly concealed from 


iew on the avenue by iron railings 


and hedges. On each side of this sec- 
tion is a dark tunnel accommodating a 
irigle track. These side tunnels are. 
ventilated only by side openings into 
the central section. 
' 


It is the purpose of the plan to de- 


vote these side tunnels entirely to sub- 
urban traffic, which is to be operated 
entirely by electric motive power. From 
i convenient point above the Grand 
Central station the grade of the side 
uunels will be lowered radically so as 
to form an underground loop passing 
nto and across the station below the 
main tracks. The framers of this plan 
jelieve that such an arrangement for 
handling the enormous suburban traf- 
fic that enters and goes out of the 
Grand Central station daily will sim- 
jlify the handling of the through 
trains, whifh they contend must be 
ilrawn by steam locomotives. A more 
comprehensive system of ventilation 
s to be applied to the central division 
of the tunnel, and some of the New 
York Central operating «fflcers believe 
that the through trains will not be 
close enough together to cause the ac- 
cumulation of smoke and gases in the 
tunnel. 


The estimated cost of the proposed 
hanges, which are here outlined only 
in a general way, Is between $(5,o60,00t> 
aud $7,<KX),000.

YELLOW FEVER CONQUERED 


Only Two Caneu I pi Havana. Thli 


Month. 


Havana, Aug. 27.—Thus far during 


August there have been two deaths 
fioui yellow fever in Havana as com- 
pared with an average of more than 50 
for the sacmth. of August during tbe 
previous 11 years. Major Gorgas re- 
gards the experiment in mosquito in- 
fection as of immense service to sci- 
ence. 


Of the eight persons bitten by infect- 


ed mosiiultoes In connection with the 
experiments conducted by the yellow 
fever board during the last three weeks 
three have died. Three others who 
took the fever are expected to recover. 
One has not developed the disease. The 
eighth person as yet has not developed 
yellow fever, although it is too early to 
say what will happen in that case. 


Surgeon Major Reed intends to con- 


tinue the Investigations. Major Gorgas. 
chief sanitary officer, says the idea of 
the yellow fever board was to subject 
to mosqutlo Infection as ninny as 
would volunteer. Sixteen persons had 
been bitten, and all bad recovered, and 
tlie theory of the board was that if 
some hundred or more persons could 
have been bitten with similar results 
a report could have been published 
showing how apparently safe and easy 
it was to become immune. After this 
bad been published the entire popula- 
tion might have been immunized. So 
many cases gave mild results that the 
impression was created that the daugei 
was not so great as it has turned out 
to be.
